Greek Catholic Archbishop of Je- 
rusalem, Hilarion Capucci, was sen- 
tenced yesterday to 12 years im- 
prisonment for amuggling arms and 
explosives into Israel on behalf of 
the Fatah, The. Jerusalem District 
Court convicted the 51-yesr-old 
Syrian-born prelate on all three 
counts in State Attorney Gavriel 
Bach's indictment. 

Each count pertained to a sepa- 
rate smuggling trip from Lebanon 
ἴο Israel, and each involved three 
separate offences. Sentences on all 
counts totalled 58 years, but the 
terms are to run concurrently. 

In handing down sentence the 
District Court, composed of Judges 
Ben-Porat, Hedaya and Weiss, held 
that Capucci had abused his office 
85 a man of the Church and had 
abused the ity of Israel, 
which, at the request of the Vatican, 
bad granted him complete freedom 
of movement between Israel and 
Lebanon, 

The accused, said the court, had 
smuggled from Lebanon instruments 
of destruction, koowing full well 
that they were intended for use by 
saboteurs whose aim Is to destroy 
the State end to shed the blood of 
its perple. Such conduct did not be- 
come the priestly cloth, which 
should symbolize fear of God an 
Jove of -ali mankind, : 

Furthermore, Capucci had per- 
sisted in the false and malicious 
accusation thet the charges against 
him had been trumped up by the 
Israel Government — an allegation 
which had been rebutted by the 
evidence. .

Pleading in mitigation of sentence, 
Capucci’s lawyer, Aziz Shehadeh 
of Ramaliah said that the trial was 
@ political event and that his client's 
actions constituted political and not 
criminal offences and should be seen 
by the court as such. 

He recalled Jewish terrorist acts 

in the pre-State days, and added 
that men were tried as terrorists 
the world over — only to be recog- 
nized subsequently as national lead- 
ers. 
Judge Ben-Porat urged Mr. She- 
adeh to avoid politica and try to 
“help the court” find legal factors 
in mitigation. The well-known West 
Bank advocate, however, launched 
into an emotive oration: “For the 
sake of peace, for the sake of Jeru- 
salem, for the sake of love between 
our two nations and the futures of 
our children...” he asked that the 
court impose only a suspended sen- 
tence on Capucci, “so that my client 
can return to serve his God and his 
people.” 

State Attorney Gavriel Bach 
urged the court to impose the maxi- 
mum sentence — 15 years on the 
first charge, and 10 years for the 
other two counts.

The Archbishop's offences, he 
said. were especially grave for se- 
veral reasons:

@ Because he himself had be- 
come a link in the Fatah chain 
— witness his code-name, “Al Haj”, 
and not merely a courier. 
@ And because of the quantity and 
types of weaponry involved. Ex- 
plosives had asserted, Mr. 
Bach recalled, that the amount of 
explosives transported by the Arch- 
bishop on his third and last trip 
from Lebanon was enough to make 
over 80 bombs, each of which could 
ki or maim within a 20-metre 
radius. 

Mr. Bach said he usually avolded 
superlatives, but could only express 
his “anger and disgust" at Capucci's 
exploitation of his high clerical of- 
fice, and the special treatment he 
enjoyed because of it, to bring in- 
struments of death into the city of 
peace.

Rabbit Yosef was responding 
to the Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi's 
statement on a radio .programme 
last week that, in his opinion, 
ἃ woman in financial hardship 
may use the birth control pill 
under certain circumstances. If 
a couple have already fulfilled 
the commandments of “Be fruit- 
fu) and multiply” (that is, to have 
at least one son and one 
daughter), and if the husband 
agrees, then, said Rabbi Goren. 
the woman may take the Pill. 


Rabbi Yosef told The Jerusa- 
lem Post last night that he 
Strongly disagrees with his col- 
league's ruling, and that “few 
rabbis agree with Rabbi Goren’s 
viewpoint.” He went on to say 
that a woman may take the Pill 
only if pregnancy causes her 
“great pain” or if giving birth 
is extremely difficult for her. 

Economic or social difficulties 
are not valid reasons for prac- 
tising any kind of birth control, 
said Rabbi Yosef. “I believe that 
God, who sustains and nourishes 
us ali, will find sustenance for 
children who come into the 
world. He who gives life also 
provides nourishment.” | . 

Since halacha in such questions 
is determined by the majority 
viewpoint among rabbinical au- 
thorities, said Rabbi Yosef, and 
most rabbis say the Pill is for-

‘U.S. secretly promised Israel 
21-day arms supply capability’

LONDON. — The U.S. last year 
secretly promised Israel enough 
American arms to enable it to fight 
for three weeks without the need 
for resupply, according to “News- 
week's” Arnaud de Borchgrave. 

About 18 days worth of stocks 
have already been shipped to Is- 
rael from the U.S. and by New 
Year’s Day the full amount should 
be in Israel, he added, 

De Borchgrave writes that ‘both 


U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger and Defence Secretary 
James Schlesinger agreed to the 21- 
day capability request because the 
precarious situation Israel faced 
during the Yom Kippur War. 

In Washington, the report notes, 
Officials are now worried that what 
was originally designed as assuring 
Israel a defence capability, has in 
fact given Israel an offensive 
capability to launch a 1967-style 
preemptive strike against the Arabs. 


Bonn Finance Minister says 
Arabs should invest in West 


NEW YORK (UPI). — West Ger- 
many’ Finance Minister Hans Apel 
thinks tHe Western nations should 
encourage the Arabs to participate 
in the economic risks with them 
by investment in their industries. 
Apel told “Newsweek's” interna- 
tHonal edition that this “basic con- 
cept is that we should encourage 
the Arabs to participate in the 
economic risks of the oil consumers 
by direct, selective investment in 
their industrial enterprises.” 
“As for proposals for joint 
military action against the 
Arabs, I consider that ridicu-

The Jerusalem District Court found 
Archbishop Hilarion Capucci guilty 
of maintaining contact with foreign 
agents, contrary to section 24{a} of 
the Penal Law Amendment (State 
Security Law, 1951 (as amended in 
1967) which provides that: “A per- 
son who has knowingly maintained 
contact with a foreign agent and 
who has no reasonable explanation 
for his having done so shall be liable 
to imprisonment for 15 years.” 

Judges M. Ben Porath, BE. Hedaya 
and ¥. Weiss also found Capucci 
guilty on three counts of transport- 
ing weapons without lawful author- 
ity, contrary to section 66A(b) of 

6 Criminal Code Ordinance, and 
on the charge of performing services 
for an unlawful association, contrery 
to regulation 85(6) of the Defence 
{Emergency} Regulations. 

Mr. G. Bach, the State Attorney, 
and Mrs. Ὁ. Bienlsh, Assistant State 
Attorney, appeared for the prosecu- 
tion and Mr. A. Shehadeh and Mr. 
Mughrabi for the defence. 


JUDGMENT 

Before establishing the factual 
findings, the District Court discussed 
the defence counsel's argument that 
the State Attorney had not been 
entitled to contend that the accused 
had prejudiced his case by electing 
to give a statement from his seat 
in the court instead of testifying 
from the witness stand. 

dismissing this argument, 
the court noted that the attit- 
ude towards criticizing an ac- 
cused’s exercise of his right to re- 
frain from testifying on oath differs 
in some countries, where there is a 
jury system, and in Israel, where 
there is no such system. In Israel, 
the court noted, the rule is that 
in the absence of any reasonable 
explanation on the part of the ac- 
cused, his failure to testify on oath 
redounds to his discredit. 

It had, therefore, been perfectly 

roper, continued the court, for the 

tate Attorney to try and persuade 
them that the only conclusion to be 
drawn from the evidence was that 
the accused was guilty of the charges 
brought against him and that there 
was no possibility that he could have 
produced any credible testimony 
which would have provided an in- 
nocent explanation for his conduct. 

The court then went on to remove 
any doubts as to their own attitude 
towards the accused's failure to 
testify. The defence counsel had 
ar, they noted, that the accused 
had elected to make a statement 
instead of testifying on oath only 
because of his objection, in principle 
and on grounds of conscience, to the 
court's right to try him. However, 
they held, this explanation was un- 
acceptable. For two other clergymen 
had testified before them, upon af- 
firmation and not on oath, and there 
was no reason why the accused could 
not have done the same, even if he 
did in his heart question the court's 
right to sit in judgment on him. 

Furthermore, continued the court, 
the accused had been represented by 
counsel, had co-operated with him 
throughout ‘the course -of:-the trial, 
and had not been adverse ot address- 
ing a statement to the court. It 
would appear, therefore, that he was 
not so fanatically true to his prin- 
ciples as his counsel had tried to 
persuade them. Moreover, his re- 
fusal to testify was all the more 
rising in view of his allegation 
that he had been framed by the 
Government of Israel — an allega- 
tion so serious that he should have 
given the prosecution the opportunity 
of cross-examining him on it. 

The court then went on to estab- 
‘lish their factual findings, noting that 
the accused's own admission, which 
had been given of his own free will, 
served as the pivotal’ point of the 
evidence and all that the prosecution 
had had to prove was the existence 
of the “something additional” which 
the law requires before an accused 
ean be found guilty on the strength 
of extra-curial admissions. However, 
continued the court, in the case of 
the first count = that of bringing 
three suitcases of arms and sabotage 
material from Beirut to Jerusalem — 
because of the doubt raised by the 
defence as to whether the same suit- 
eases brought by the accused had 
in fact contained arms and explosives 
and as to whether the contents of 
the suitcases had in fact been used 
for acts of sabotage, the question 
arose 88 to whether the accused's 
confession did not require inde- 
pendent, additional proof that a cri- 
minal act in relation to these suit- 
cases had in fact been committed, 
and that the accused had not con- 
fessed to something which had never 
happened. 

The court then went on to hold 
jthat although in accordance with 
Israel law no such extraneous inde- 
pendent proof of the “corpus delicti” 
is required, nevertheless in order to 
remove any doubt as to whether an 
offence had in fact been committed 
they would examine the evidence for 
the purpose of finding an answer 
to the question of whether in fact 
someone had brought ‘three suitcases 
containing arms and explosives from 
Beirut to Jerusalem and had placed 
them in the Freres College in Beit 
Hanina. : 


In finding the answer to this ques- 
tion to be in the. affirmative, the 
court noted that the accused himself 
had admitted that as a result of 
his contacts with Abu Firas and 
Abu Jihad in Beirut, he had brought 
three suitcases from Beirut in his 
car and had -placed them in the 
lavatory of the Freres College, 

It would appear, therefore, held 
the court, that there was a high 
degree of probability that the offence 
to which the accused had confessed 
had in fact been committed by some- 
one, and this was sufficient to remove 
any doubt that the accused might 
have confessed to an offence which 
had never been committed. 

The court then went on to hold 
that there wag an ample supply of 
additional facts, and even corrobora- 
tive. evidence in the legal sense, to 
back up the accused's confession, 
these including, inter alia: the fact 
that he had been caught red-handed 
with large quantities of arms and 
explosives hidden in his car, his alle-

— A magistrate's 
eourt near here charged six suspect- 
ed terrorists, including a woman and 
a teenage girl, with murder yester- 
day for their alleged part in ἃ bomb- 
ing that killed five persons and 
wounded 60 others. 

The woman broke down on being 
charged and screamed out: “I want 
my mother."

The charges followed intense police 
activity throughout Britain. Some 20 
alleged terrorists have been arrested 
and charged in connection with 
blasts that have killed 27 persons 
and wounded more than 300 in Brit- 
ish cities “during the past two 
months. 

‘The blasts have been blamed on 
the outlawed Irish Republican Army 
which has been fighting in Northern 
Treland since 1969 to unite with 


the Irish Republic, More than a thou- 
sand persons have died in sectarian 
strife between Catholics and Protes- 
iants. 

The accused in Guildford were or- 
dered held on a charge of murdering 
Caroline Slater, a 17-year-old Brit- 
ish army soldier who was killed in 
one of the explosions.

Two weeks later 20 persons, many 
of them teenagers, were killed in 
two pub explosions in Birmingham.

The present whole- 
sale market price is still well above 
what we pay for sugar in the 
shops, Secondly, sugar prices are 
only very partially determined by 
the market price for ready avail- 
able sugar. 

Refiners usually negotiate long 
term contracts with producers, be it 
for cane or beet sugar. In the price 
of 'the latter product the agricul- 
tural authorities of the Common 
Market have a decisive say. Those 
contracts are fixed at prices which 
may vary largely from the day to 
day maerket quotations. To give 
an example, in 1972 Guyana agreed 
to sell sugar to Britain at $134 a 
ton, about one tenth of today's 
price, and considered the deal a 


good one. Only two years earlier the 
sugar price had been $55 8. ton 
and it was inconceivable that two 
years later prices would soar to 
$1,500 8 ton, albelt for only a very 
short period. 


During negotiations held not long 
ago, prices in the neighbourhood of 
$300 a ton were usually quoted. 
Presently $600 a ton, four times as 
much as only two years ago, is 
considered = more realistic price ap- 
proach even for long term con- 
tracts. 


The sugar shortage has various 
causes. Firstly,, the earlier prices 
were not profitable and led to a 
decrease in cane sugar production 
overseas. More recently, the beet 
crops in Europe were ravaged by 
rain and floods. On tog of this, the 
Soviet Union has developed a 
sweet tooth and has begun to im- 
port vast quantities of sugar. 


European experts predict a con- 
siderable sugar shortage estimated 
at no less than 1.6m. tons over 
the next twelve months. The old 
law of supply and demand has ns- 
turally reacted by forcing prices up 
to unusually high tevels. 


But the situation has now induced 
came gugar producers to re-expand 
their earlier curtailed production. 
The same will no doubt be the 
case In the beet sugar areas of 
Europe and in our own country 
as well. The realisation of these 
production plans, however, takes 
time. Besides which, high prices 
notwithstanding, sugar consumption 
is on the increase; the Rome-based 
FAO predicts that by 1980 annual 
world demand will rise to 94 mil- 
lion tons, 15m. more than today, 

This being so, high sugar prices 
are likely to remain with us for a 
long time to come.

Old-new wonder drugs

TEL AVIV. — A series of locally 
manufactured pharmaceuti- 
cals first used during the Yom 
Kippur War on wounded soldiers 
in Israeli hospitals was last 
week put on the market by Fischer 
Pharmaceuticals, of Bnei Brak 

Dr. Eli Fischer, head of the firm 
(which he founded in 1965), recent- 
ly told The Jerusalem Post that 
“when the war broke out we offer- 
ed our new Une of anti-microbial 
preparations to the hospitals, and 
they were used. We were told we 
would get heli from the Ministry of 
Health — which had yet to approve 
them — and we did get hell — 
even though the doctors thanked 
us.” However, several weeks ago, 
the Ministry gave formal approval 
to market them, and they can now 
be obtained in most pharmacies. 

He notes that the new line picks 
up a development which was par- 
tially shelved in medical circles 
with the event of antibiotics. The 
latter, once hailed as “wonder 
drugs,” soon sidetracked research 
on other anti-microbial agents. But 
over the years, many bacteria de- 


- veloped resistant strains. Moreover, 


some persons were allergic to anti- 
biotica. ᾿ 

The new Hne, which is aimed at 
micro-organisms which include 
bacteria, viruses and fungi, is based 
on the use of “Povidone-lodize,” 
which is the active ingredient. 

So far, the firm has - developed 
an anti-microbial soap substitute, 
called ‘“Polydine.” which is used 
both by surgeons who wash their 
hands with it before operations, 
and by uurses who use it to wash 
the patients before an operation. 

“Polydine solution” {the main 
item used by the hospitals during 
the war) is used as a. disinfectant. 
It does. not-burn’ like jodine..;“Poly-

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Car insurance 


rates may 
be frozen

Ag order freezing car insurance 
rales at present levels and prevent- 
ing Insurance companies from rais- 
mg them may be issued today, if 
the Finance Minister accepts the 
recommendation of Insyrance Com- 
missioner Dr, Ya'acov Picker. 

The companies decided over the 
weekend to abandon the unified 
basic tariff they all adhered to as 
4 first step towards ΓΒ pre- 
miums at jJeast 20 per cent. They 
claim that imecreases in parts and 
labour costs since the recent deval- 
uatlon make higher premiums neces 
sary. 

Dr. Picker, in negotiations over 
the past weeks, had agreed to a 
ten per cent increase in third-party 
rates. The companies, however, 
considered this not enough. "Now 
I'm giving nothing,” Dr. Picker told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday, add- 
ing that he was asking the Finasce 
Minister to freeze Insurance rates. 
He said that as recently as October 
1 he had approved an increase of 10 
per cent for comprehensive and 25 
per cent on third-party insurance 
rates, This should be enough to com- 
pensate the insurance companies for 
current price Increases, too, he said. 

Abandonment of the unified 
tariff will mean that each of the 
28 car insurance firms may set its 
own rates and that Dr. Picker 
will have to deal with each firm 
separately. 

The Association of Insurance 
Companies is also considering ask- 
ing the Government to take over all 
compulsory third-party insurance 
and to handle it under a nationalized 
scheme.

SAUDI ARABIA'S KING FAISAL wag 
back in the limelight this week, his ol) 
gushers casting a giant shadow on world 
politics. Faisal is again using his oil re- 
sources as a political whip ta press for a 
settlement to the Middle East conflict fa- 
vourable to the Arabs. 


The Saudi monarch launched the inter- 
national energy scare at the height of last 
year's October war. Now he is concentre- 
ting on organising a total Arab takeover 
of ,their respective oll resources from for- 
eign firms. His move was evidently being 
pressed forward fast as Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon flew to Washington over the 
weekend in response to an invitation from 
the American administration. The United 
States is trying to achieve a breakthrough 
in the current Middie East stalemate now 
since it views the deadlock as aggravating 
two major factors: the threatening world 
slump, and the Sovlet comeback attempt in 
the Middle Hast. 

Indications are that the ‘U.S. is gradually 
moving away from the year-long step-by- 
step approach to the Middle Hast crisis 
which it has been advocating for the past 
year. Now it wants to hammer out ἃ kind of 
two-stage approach. First, an interim set-
